HUSKERS, LONGHORNS 
CLASH FOR FOURTH TIME 


Nebraska's Cornhuskers head into their fifth straight post-season en- 
counter on New Year's Day when they tackle the No. 8-ranked Texas 
Longhorns. jn the Cotton Bowl at Dallas, starting at 1:10 p.m. 


Coach Tom Osborne's Huskers posted an 8-2-1 record and 4-2-1 in the 
tough Big 8 Conference, while the Longhorns under Darrell Royal were 8-2-0 
enroute to the Southwest Conference title, 


This will mark the fourth meeting between the Cornhuskers and the 
Longhorns. 


In 1933 Nebraska, coached by D. X. Bible—in 1937 D, X. became the 
heed coach at Texas and still holds the title of Athletic Director Emeritus— 
whipped the Longhorns, 26-0 in Lincoln. 


Texas gained revenge in 1959 with a 20-0 win at Lincoln in the season 
opener for Bill Jennings’ club. 


One year later at Austin, Ron Meade's toe and Pat Fischer's running were 
the difference as the Cornhuskers nipped the Longhorns, 14-13. 


This will mark Nebraska's 12th bowl appearance and the Huskers have 
a 6-5-0 record, with a four-game win streak in post-season play going for 
them (1969 Sun Bowl and the 1971, 1972 and 1973 Orange Bowl titles). 


Texas will be playing in the Longhorns’ 21 post-season game and will 
take a 12-6-2 record into the game with Nebraska. In Gotton Bowl play— 
Texas will be making its sixth straight Cotton Bowl appearance—the Long- 
horns are 8-5-1. 


The Huskers and the Longhorns met only one common opponent—the 
Oklahoma Sooners—and both got soundly thumped. Texas lost, 52-13, to 
OU, while the Huskers were blanked, 27-0, in the 1973 finale. 


Nebraska's season featured wins over UCLA 40-13, North Carolina State 
31-14, Wisconsin 20-16, Minnesota 48-7, Kansas 10-9, Colorado 28-16, lowa 
State 31-7 and Kansas Slate 50-21. Losses were to Missouri, 13-12, and 
Oklahoma, 27-0, while the Huskers tied Oklahoma State, 17-17. 

One of the highlights of Nebraska's visit to Dallas for the 1974 Cotton 
Bowl game will be the huge throng of Husker fans who will be yelling for 
the Big 8 entry. 


More than 19,000 Cotton Bowl tickets were sold by the NU Ticket Office 
and this sets a Cotton Bowl record for visiting team ticket sales, a fete that 
Nebraska football fans are famous for at many other bowls.

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TOM OSBORNE 


Head Football Coach

Few young coaches have ever faced a bigger challenge than Tom 
Osborne, but few have succeeded so well—8-2-1 record and a Cotton Bowl 
berth—in their first year, 


"It's unusual, | guess," says Osborne. “In most coaching changes, the 
new man takes over a program that’s down and needs building. But at 
Nebraska Coach Devaney put us on top and kept us there, so we've got 
the challenge of continuing an outstanding program. All of us—coaches 
and players—are excited and eager to accept the challenge of the Cotton 
Bowl and the opportunity to play a fine Texas team." 


Osborne, 36, is in his 12th year as part of the Cornhusker football 
program. While it was his first as head coach, It was his seventh as a 
key man in the Husker offense, 


Since becoming a full-time member of Devaney’s staff in 1967, Osborne 
has played a major role in the development of one of the nation’s most pro- 
ductive and feared offenses. During the past four seasons, Nebraska has 
averaged 35.1 points per game—41.7 In 1972—with Osborne heading the 
aerlal game. 


When Devaney announced his retirement plans In January of 1972— 
effective after the 1972 season—he tabbed Osborne his succssor and 
elevated him to assistant head coach. So Osborne has been well-schooled 
in the fine art of skippering the Cornhuskers. 


An outstanding high school athlete at Hastings High School in the 
mid-1950's, Osborne was named Nebraska prep Athlete of the Year. Passing 
Up major college offers, Osborne became the star quarterback and basket- 
ball player for Hastings College where both his father and grandfather had 
matriculated. In 1959 he was named State College Athlete of the Year—the 
only athlete in Nebraska history to win both the high school and the 
college honor. 


Following graduation from Hastings with a Bachelor of Arts Degree, 
Osborne played two years with the Washington Redskins and one year with 
the San Francisco 49ers as a flankerback before returning to Nebraska, 


In 1962 he contacted Bob Devaney and secured a positlon as a graduate 
assistant on the Husker staff. He continued in that capacity until he obtained 
his Master’s Degree in 1963. Continuing his dual role In education and 
football coaching, Osborne gained his Doctor's Degree In 1965, and, hold- 
ing the Academic rank of instructor of Educational Psychology in Teacher's 
College, was a half-time teacher and half-time coach, 


Osborne elected to pursue coaching full-time In 1967 and became the 
Huskers’ offensive receivers coach, a decision that NU fans have applauded 
since. 


Married to the former Nancy Tederman, Osborne is the father of a 
young son, Mike, and daughters, Ann and Susie.

BOB DEVANEY 


Athletic Director

Bob Devaney concluded an illustrious college coaching career when the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers defeated the Fighting Irish of Notre Dame 40-6 in 
the 1973 Orange Bowl game, then post-scripted at the Tampa Coaches 
All-America game on January 6 with a final win. 


Devaney, now the full-time Athletic Director, wound up with a record 
three straight Orange Bowl wins to go with all his other numerous achieve- 
ments, which included nine bowl trips in 11 years at Nebraska, seven Big 8 
titles, two national championships, two Outland Trophy winners, a Lombardi 
Trophy winner, a Heisman Trophy winner and numerous Coach of the 
Year honors. 


With a 9-2-1 mark for 1972 after the Notre Dame game, Devaney led 
the nation (among coaches with 75 or more wins) in winning percentage 
with a lifetime mark of 136-30-7 for .806. 


While Nebraska did not win the national championship for the third 
Straight year in his final season, Devaney did produce the Outland and 
Lombardi Trophy winner in Rich Glover and the Heisman Trophy winner in 
Johnny Rodgers—the first time ever for these coveted awards to go to the 
same school. 


Devaney was named "Coach of the Year" by the Walter Camp Foundation, 
the Washington Touchdown Club and the Football Writers Association of 
America following the 1971 campaign. Earlier, he had been named “Coach 
of the Year" for 1970 by the Football News. 


Honor piled upon honor for Devaney, his staff and players for 1970 
and 1971—the AP and UPI trophies, Grantland Rice Trophy, the MacArthur 
Bowl, Big Eight and Orange Bow! Championships, All America honors and 
many others—but the greatest honor came after the 1970 season when 
President Richard M. Nixon visited Lincoln to speak to a University of 
Nebraska convocation and presented Devaney and the Husker co-captains 
with a plaque proclaiming the Cornhuskers the “No. 1 Team in the Nation.” 


In 1971, Nebraska won the Big 8 for the third straight year and the 
seventh time in Devaney's 10 years at the helm. Devaney was voted NCAA 
District 5 Coach of the Year for the sixth time, but the nation was astounded 
for the second straight year when he failed to receive the national honor. 
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Again, the winner was the coach Devaney had beaten in the Orange Bowli— 
Charlie McClendon shared the honor with Texas’ Darrell Royal after his 
Louisiana State team lost to Devaney’s Huskers 17-12 in the 1971 OB, then 
Alabama's Paul ‘'Bear’’ Bryant took the honor after being humiliated by 
Nebraska, 38-6, in the 1972 Miami classic. 

After the 1971 season, Devaney went to Honolulu where he coached the 
North squad to a 24-7 win. Husker quarterback Jerry Tagge guided the North 
attack in that game and was named the Outstanding Player. All Star games 
became old hat for Devaney as he coached teams in such post-season games 
as the Coaches All America Game, All America Bowl, Blue-Gray Game, Hula 
Bowl and Shrine East-West Game. Actually, Devaney’s win string was 26 
and his unbeaten string 35 if wins in the All America Bowl in Tampa, the 
Coaches All America Game in Lubbock, and the Hula Bowl are Included, In 
1972 he had the honor of coaching the College All Stars against the NFL 
Champion Dallas Cowboys in Chicago. 

At Nebraska, Devaney's teams won 101, lost 20 and tied two In eleven 
years, following his 35-10-5 record at Wyoming. He never had a losing 
season at Nebraska and he directed three undefeated teams—1965, 1970 
and 1971. Here is Devaney's year-by-year record at Nebraska, starting with 
1962: 9-2-0, 10-1-0, 9-2-0, 10-1-0, 9-2-0, 6-4-0, 6-4-0, 9-2-0, 11-0-1, 13-0-0 and 
9-2-1, 

In addition to his great coaching record, Devaney made Nebraska 
one of the most sought-after bowl teams in the nation, In 11 years, his 
teams went to nine post season games, winning six and losing three, 
with thousands of Nebraska fans following the Cornhuskers In bright red 
costumes, The Huskers played in the Gotham Bowl, Cotton Bowl, Sugar 
Bowl, Sun Bow! and four times in the Orange Bowl, 


Under Devaney’s outstanding leadership, too, the Cornhuskers pro- 
duced 22 All America players and 72 All Big 8 selections in the past 
ten years. 


Devaney has also served as Athletic Director since 1967. Nebraska's 
athletic program continues to grow and prosper under his direction. A new 
Tartan track was dedicated in the spring of 1972 along with a new baseball 
park. Devaney has also spearheaded the drive for a new Coliseum which 
won approval of the 1971 Nebraska Legisiature. A Memorial Stadium 
expansion of some 9,400 seats before the 1972 season raised the capacity 
to more than 76,000. A new Athletic Department office building under the 
south stadium expansion was completed in 1973. Other Memorial Stadium 
improvements since Devaney assumed the AD post include a beautiful new 
press box and AstroTurf. 

Devaney played football as an end at Alma College in Michigan, gradu- 
ating with a B.S. Degree in 1939. 

After starting his coaching career at Big Beaver, Mich., High Devaney 
moved to Keego Harbor and Saginaw before spending seven years at 
Alpena High where his teams had a 52-9-0 record. He then joined Biggle 
Munn, and later Duffy Daugherty, at Michigan State before becoming head 
coach at Wyoming in 1957. 

Devaney is married to his college sweetheart, the former Phyllis Wiley. 
His son, Mike, and daughter Patricia, are both graduates of the University 
of Nebraska. He's a grandfather, too, with Mike’s family including a daughter 
and a son. 
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JIM PITTENGER, Assistant Athletic Director and Ticket Mar. 


Jim Pittenger is Nebraska's assistant athletic director, in addition to his 
main responsibilities as director of the Cornhusker ticket department. He 
was named District 5 NCAA Business Manager of the Year for 1968 and 1970. 


Among Pittenger’s other duties: secretary-treasurer 
of the Alumni N Club; executive director of the Ne- 
braska Touchdown Club; alumni advisor to the I!n- 
nocents Society. 


“Pitt’’ currently is serving as national President 
of the College Business Managers Association. 


Pittenger has had a colorful career In public ser- 
vice. Following wartime service with the U. S. Army 
Air Corps—he was an aide to Maj. Gen. F. L. Ander- 
son, and survived two serious plane crashes—Pitten- 
ger helped Gen. Dwight Eisenhower's staff In Its ef- 
forts to win the 1952 presidential nomination and 
election. He has also served as administrative ald to 
Goy. Val Pelterson—former member of the University 
of Nebraska Board of Regents—Nebraska Secretary 
oj State, Nebraska Alumni Association Secretary and assistant to Chancel- 
lor Clifford M. Hardin. 


Pittenger and his wife, the former Barbara Cote, have two sons, James, 
Jr. and Rob, and a daughter, Jan. James, Jr. and Jan are NU grads while 
Rob is an NU soph.

D. B. "Woody" Varner became chancellor of the University of Nebraska 
with University-wide responsibilities on February 1, 1970 after having served 
10 years as chancellor of Oakland University in the Michigan State System 
at Rochester, Michigan. His title changed to President in 1971. 


He succeeded Dr. Merk Hobson who served as acting chancellor and 
later as chancellor after Dr. Clifford M. Hardin became U.S. Secretary of 
Agriculture on January 20, 1969. 


Varner, 55, is the chief executive officer of the University of Nebraska 
which includes the University campuses in Lincoln and all outstate activi- 
tles; the University of Nebraska at Omaha, and the University Medical 
Center at Omaha.

In 1940. He received the master's degree In political science and economics 
from the University of Chicago in 1949. 


Varner began his career as assistant to the president of the Federal

Services during World War II and attained the rank of lieutenant colonel. 
Following military service, he served as assistant dean of students at 
Texas A&M. 


From 1949 to 1959, he was a faculty member at Michigan State Uni- 
versity at East Lansing. He first served as assistant professor of agriculture 
and was director of the Cooperative Extension Service from 1952-55. From 
1955-59, he was vice president of Michigan State University in charge of 
off-campus education programs and director of continuing education. 


In 1959, he was named Chancellor of Oakland University, a new instlitu- 
tlon and helped lay the plans for it. Under his leadership, the University 
advanced quickly In both size and academic distinction. From its beginning 
with 570 students in 1959, the enrollment at Oakland University has grown 
to more than 5,800 and is expected to reach 11,000 by 1975.

DR. JAMES H. ZUMBERGE 


Chancellor of the University of Nebraska since 1972 is Dr. James H. 
Zumberge, 49, an internationally known scholar in the field of geology. 

Chosen by the Board of Regents for his strong background in academic 
affairs, Chancellor Zumberge has provided leadership for furthering the 
development of academic quality on the Lincoln campuses in such areas as 
agriculture, life sciences, engineering, natural resources, the environment 
and others. 

Prior to coming to Nebraska, Dr. Zumberge had been Dean of the 
College of Earth Sciences at the University of Arizona since 1968 and 
President of Grand Valley State College at Allendale, Mich., from 1962 
to 1968.

Chancellor Zumberge began his teaching career at the University of 
Michigan, advancing from instructor to full professor. He is the author of 
75 technical articles, 10 books and numerous papers given at national and 
international scientific meetings. 

He is a member of the Geological Society of America, the Glaciology 
Society, the American Geophysical Union, and the Society of Economic 
Geologists. He is past president of the Michigan Academy of Science, 
Arts and Letters.

Always one of the highlights of a Nebraska football game is the per- 
formance of the Cornhuskers Marching Band, a 180-piece aggregation of 
outstanding musicians selected via competitive auditions. The band became 
coed for the first time in 1972. 

Miss Dianne Tangeman of Omaha Is Nebraska's solo twirler again this 
fall. She is only the third twirler the band has had and is now In her fifth 
year. Drum majors are Mike Goodwin, Chuck Teutsch and Tom Wilson. 

The marching band is one of several outstanding musical groups at 
the University—the Wind Ensemble, the Symphonic Band, top performing 
organization; the Collegiate Band; the Brass Ensemble, the Woodwind Cholr, 
and the Brass Choir. The Varsity Glee Club also performs at games periodi- 
cally. 

This year's Cotton Bowl will be the 11th bowl appearance for the 
Cornhusker Band. It is the only Big 8 band to have performed In the Rose, 
Orange, Sugar, and Cotton Bowl circult, with a show in the Sun Bowl 
also on the achievement list. 

Director of the University of Nebraska Cornhusker Marching Band in 
Professor Jack R. Snider, dean of the marching band leaders in the Big 
Eight Conference. 

As director of the marching band since 1952, Snider has had almost as 
much experience as a tour director, having taken his charges to the Orange 
Bowl six times, and to the Cotton, Sugar and Sun bowls one visit each. 
In additlon to bowl trips, the band travels to one conference game each 
year. 

He has also had more than his share of experience as a television direc- 
tor, since the band has appeared on national TV 20 times In the last 11 
years, 

Snider is a highly sought teacher and clinician, An outstanding French 
Horn player with the Omaha and Lincoln symphonies, he was assistant 
conductor of the Lincoln Symphony. 

Assistant Director Albert Rometo joined the School of Music faculty In 
1972 as an instructor in percussion and marching band. Rometo studied at 
Indiana University of Pennsylvania and at Ohio University, where he was 
conductor of the percussion ensemble, assistant conductor of the Ohio 
University Chamber and Symphony Orchestra, percussion instructor for the 
marching band and clinician for the Ohio University bands. He is the princi- 
pal percussionist with the Lincoln symphony.

HUSKERS OPEN 1973 WITH ROUSING 
REVENGE WIN OVER UCLA, 40-13 


Lincoln, Nebraska (September 9, 1973)—Wlth 74,966 fans at Memorial 
Stadium and millions of Americans watching their ABC-TV channels, the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers gained sweet revenge by clobbering UCLA, 40-13, 

It was UCLA which halted Nebraska's 32-game success streak in the 
opening game at Los Angeles in 1972, and the Huskers didn't forget, even 
though Bob Devaney was gone and Tom Osborne was the new coach, 

So convinclng was the rout—engineered by alternate quarterback Steve 
Runty, subbing for injured Dave Humm—that the Huskers vaulted Into the 
No. 2 spot, nationally, and stayed there until the Missour| loss. 

The first time Nebraska got the ball, the Huskers drove 56 yards to 
score, with Runty plunging over from the one, Rich Sanger’s kick made 
it 7-0 and four plays later UCLA punted. Randy Borg pulled in the ball and 
raced 77 yards to score, making It 14-0 affer Sangers kick with 6:13 left 
In the first quarter. 

Nebraska scored again In the second perlod on a 10-yard Runty to 
Frosty Anderson pass, and UCLA scored twice to pull up 20-13 at halftime. 

But the Husker defense shut out the UCLA wishbone the rest of the way, 
and NU scored three more TDs In the second half—Tony Davis ran one yard 
in the third period and addd a 43-yarder in the fourth before Jeff Moran 
scored the final tally in the fourth quarter. 

Nebraska dominated the statistics, too, amassing 410 yards to 259 for 
UCLA. Davis was brilliant as a runner, getting 147 yards in his debut, and 
Runty hit 9 of 11 passes In a great relief performance. 

It was a sensational start for new coach Tom Osborne and the 1973 
Huskers.

FOURTH QUARTER SPURT PUSHES 
HUSKERS PAST WOLFPACK, 31-14 


Lincoln, Nebraska—(September 22, 1973)—Nebraska “re-opened” the 
1973 season against North Carolina State after an open date and the potent 
Wolfpack pushed the Huskers for three quarters before bowing, 31-14. 


After trouncing UCLA, 40-13, the Cornhuskers had an open date and 
the layoff was apparent, North Carolina State stunned the Huskers by twice 
taking the lead. But three touchdowns in the final period kept the No. 2 
ranked Big Red undefeated. 


The Wolfpack struck first on Stan Fritts’ 59-yard TD run on the last play 
of the first quarter. Dave Humm returned to action in the second quarter 
(Steve Runty, the hero of the UCLA game when Humm was hurt had started) 
and got the Huskers even with a 40-yard scoring pass to Frosty Anderson 
for a 7-7 halftime score. 

Rich Sanger’s field goal made it 10-7 in the third, but the Wolfpack drove 
for a 14-10 lead, thanks to Fritts’ second TD. 

Late in the third period Nebraska launched a 57-yard drive and Humm 
put the Huskers ahead to stay, 17-14, with a one-yard drive with 11:53 
left to plav. 

When the 'Pack elected to run from punt formation at the NU 27 and 
failed, the Huskers struck quickly and five plays later Tony Davis scored 
from the two to make it, 24-14. 

Bob Thornton's pass Interception got the ball for the Huskers again 
at the State 38 and eight plays later, Humm hit Brent Longwell with a 
seven-yard TD pass to wrap up the scoring and win No. 2,

SPECTACULAR WINDUP NETS 
20-16 WIN OVER WISCONSIN 


Lincoln, Nebraska—(September 29, 1973)—Nebraska’s Cornhuskers had 
to score twice in the final five minutes to pull out a hair-raising 20-16 decl- 
sion over stubborn Wisconsin, 

It was the third straight win for the Huskers and they had to have 
some sensational heroics under tense pressure as 76,279 fans went wild, 

Wisconsin broke a 7-7 tle with 7:57 left in the fourth quarter on Rich 
Barrios’ 29-yard field goal. 

Traillng 10-7, Nebraska stormed back after the kickoff 80 yards in six 
plays to take the lead for the first time. Dave Humm hit Frosty Anderson 
for 27 vards, then hit Ritch Bahe for 27 yards to get rolling. Three plays later, 
Humm hit Anderson for a 23-yard TD and a 14-10 lead with 5:23 left. But 
joy faded quickly as Selvie Washington returned the kickoff 96 yards to score 
and put the Badgers back on top, 16-14, with 5:09 left. 

Humm calmly took charge again, however, moving the Huskers 83 
yards in seven plays to win. The Husker passing star hit three passes, then 
sent Bahe 40 yards on an inside reverse. Two plays later Tony Davis ripped 
the final 14 yards to score with 2:48 left in the game. 

Humm wound up with 305 yards In total offense, He hit an NU record 
25 passes in 36 attempts for 297 vards—also a school record—and two 
TDs, and was picked as the Big Elght offensive player of the week.

FROSTY KAYOES MINNESOTA, 48-7 


WITH THREE TD CATCHES 


Minneapolis, Minnesota—(October 6, 1973)—Nebraska’s first road trip 
of the season was a whopping success as Frosty Anderson snared three 
touchdown passes to lead a 48-7 rout of Minnesota. 

With 58,091 fans (first Gopher sellout since 1960), including thousands 
of Nebraskans looking on, the Huskers and Gophers were even at 7-7 at 


the quarter. 


Then Dave Humm unlimbered his arm and sent Anderson on his record- 
tying spree. First Humm hit Frosty for a 19-yard TD and a permanent lead 
of 14-7 early in the second quarter, then he broke the Gophers back with 
a 67-yard bomb to Anderson for a 21-7 halftime lead. 

Midway in the third quarter, Anderson tled the NU record held by Clar- 
ence Swanson and Johnny Rodgers by snaring his third TD pass, a 32-yarder 


from Humm. 


Minnesota never recovered as the Husker defense buried all offensive 
efforts and Nebraska got three more touchdowns; ine by Steve Runty and 


two by Soph John O'Leary. 


O'Leary made his debut a good one, scoring a six-yard touchdown run 
and then returning a Gopher punt 66 yards for the final score, 

Anderson wound up his big day with five receptions for 137 yards and 
three TDs, while Humm hit 10 of 19 passes for 204 yards.

TIGERS NIP HUSKERS, 13-12, 
WHEN TWO-POINT PAT TRY FAILS 


Columbia, Missouri—({October 13, 1973)—Nebraska's hopes for an unde- 
feated season Were dashed by the Missouri Tigers, 13-12, when the battling 
Cornhuskers went for two in the final minute after a sensational comeback 
and missed, 

It had been an old-fashoned defensive dog fight between two nationally- 
ranked unbeaten teams for almost the entire game—each team had a 
pair of field goals going into the final three minutes and a record crowd 
of 68,170 at Faurot Field roared for something to happen. And when the 
Huskers’ Randy Borg bobbled a Tiger punt at the NU 12 and Missouri re- 
covered the ball at the four-yard line thlngs began to pop. 

Two plays later Tom Mulkey pounded over from the one to put Missouri 
on top and Greg Hill's PAT kick made it 13-6 with 2:03 left In the game. 


Back charged the Cornhuskers in a desperate effort to remain unbeaten 
and extend their 4-0 record. In four plays, the dramatic finish was set: 
Dave Humm hit Ritch Bahe for 31 yards to the Tiger 41, then he rifled 
another strike to Larry Mushinskie to the MU 21. Tony Davis lost one and 
then Humm spotted Bahe again and the Fremont junior took the ball at 
the 10 and raced into the end zone. With 1:00 left In the game, it was 
Missour| 138, Nebraska 12, and the Cornhuskers went for two and a chance 
at victory. But Dame Fortune smlled on the Tigers and Humm's pass was 
intercepted by Tony Gillick and Missouri had the game of the unbeatens 
in the bag. 

Nebraska had a whopping edge in statistics, leading in first downs, 
21-7, 292-7 In passing and 444-170 in total offense. But the Tigers had the 
important statistics—the final score—and the Huskers started an uphill climb 
in the Big 8 race.

SANGER’S FIELD GOAL SLIPS 
HUSKERS BY JAYHAWKS, 10-9 


Lincoln, Nebraska—(October 20, 1973)—Rich Sanger’s field goal In 
the fourth quarter was the difference as Nebraska got back in the win 
column with a 10-9 decision over Kansas. 


It was Homecoming and 76,498 fans arrived expecting an aerial dual 
between All America quarterback David Jaynes of Kansas and the Corn- 
huskers’ own great passer, Dave Humm, 

But the battle became one of the defenses as the Husker Black Shirts 
didn’t let Jaynes throw and Nebraska elected to stay on the ground most 
of the way. Jaynes completed only 10 of 32 passes for a mere 90 yards, 
while Humm was four of seven for 54—Nebraska's lowest aerial statistics 
since 1965. 

Nebraska went 80 yards to score—15 rushing plays—in the first quar- 
ter, with Tony Davis banging over the middle from the two and Sanger 
adding the point, 

It looked like KU might be shut out In the first half, but a Husker fumble 
gave the Jayhawks a field goal chance with a minute left and Bob Swift's 
16-yard boot made it 7-3. 

Kansas drove 18 yards to score in the third quarter after Randy Borg 
fumbled a Jayhawk punt. Delvin Williams capped the march with a four-yard 
TD run to make it 9-7. Husker Ardell Johnson gave the Huskers'their victory 
break—and as jt turned out, saved Nebraska a second-place tie with Kansas 
in the final Big Eight standings—by blocking Swiit's PAT kick with 2:05 
left in the quarter. 


Then Bob Nelson set the stage for the win. The big, junior linebacker 
intercepted a Jayne's pass at the KU 29 and returned it to the 16. Four 
plays later Sanger kicked a 28-yard field goal for a 10-9 lead. 

Nebraska's Black Shirls kept Jaynes completely in check the rest of 
the way and the Huskers played it safe to win No. 5.

LAST-MINUTE TD TRY MISSES, 
HUSKERS TIE COWBOYS, 17-17 


Stillwater, Oklahoma—(October 27, 1973)—Workhorse Tony Davis’ try 
for a touchdown from the six-inch line was wrecked by the Oklahoma State 
Cowboys with 2:23 left in the game and the two teams settled for a 17-17 tle. 


It was a bruising defensive struggle between two of the Big 8's toughest 
clubs, and neither team could generate consistent offensive marches. But 
with 6:20 left in the game, Nebraska got possession at the OSU 46 via a 
punt and the Huskers called on Davis to ram the ball in for the victory, The 
sophomore |-back carried once for three, then caught a 14-yard pass, then 
carried nine straight times to the OSU six-inch line. 

The Huskers spurned a field goal that would have broken the 17-17 tie, 
and elected to send Davis over the top. But a Cowboy defender broke 
through to spill Davis shy of the goal line. 

Oklahoma State then broke out of the hole on Brent Blackman's 47-yard 
sprint and it looked like the Cowboys would get a chance for a fieldgoal 
win. But Steve Manstedt tossed Blackman for a six-yard loss to preserve 
the tie. 

Nebraska had to settle for a Rich Sanger field goal early In the first 
quarter after a Cowboy fumble, and OSU tied it on a 51-yard Abby Daigle 
field goal two minutes later. Cleveland Vann's pass Interception and 25-yard 
run put the Cowboys on top, 10-3 before the Huskers blasted 88-yards in 
seven plays to tie jt during a wild first quarter. 

But the scoring slowed down as the defenses took over. Oklahoma 
State took a 17-10 halftime lead with a 53-yard drive at the end of the second 
quarter, then NU recovered a Cowboy fumble in the third quarter and drove 
44 yards to tle It Up on Dave Humm's one-yard plunge. 

From that point on—except for Nebraska's drive that just missed—the 
defenses held the spotlight.

HUSKERS POUND CU EARLY, 
TOPPLE BUFFALOES, 28-16 


Lincoln, Nebraska—(November 3, 1973)—Socking the Buffs with two 
first-quarter touchdowns, the aroused Nebraska Cornhuskers hung a 28-16 
loss on tough Colorado before 76,555 delighted fans at Memorial Stadium. 


It was NU's sixth straight win over the Buffaloes and boosted Nebraska's 
record to 6-1-1 for the year. The Cornhuskers rung up 28 points In the 
first half for a 28-3 margin, then turned to the Black Shirts who responded 
gallantly. 

Taking the opening kickoff, the Huskers marched 75 yards in seven 
plays—one a 44-yard Dave Humm to Dave Shamblin pass—to score when 
Humm hit Brent Longwell with a nine-yard TD pass. With seven minutes 
left in the quarter, Colorado fumbled and Husker Bob Nelson recovered at 
the CU 14. It took Tony Davis a five-yard trip and a nine-yard run to score 
and Rich Sanger’s kick made it 14-0 with 6:39 left In the quarter. 

After Fred Lima's 31-yard field goal early in the second quarter, NU 
bided its time until Willie Thornton blew jin to block a Buff punt at the 
CU 19. Two plays later Humm tossed a 21-yard scoring pass to Frosty 
Anderson—returning after a three-game injury streak—for a 21-3 lead. 


The Huskers drove 71 yards to the CU one late in the second quarter 
and Sanger booted a field goal. But the Buffs were penalized to the six- 
inch line and Nebraska elected to send Davis over the pile for a TD and 
a 28-3 lead with :52 seconds left in the half. 

Colorado never recovered, although a Husker fumble at the NU nine 
gave the Buffs a TD in the third quarter. In the fourth period, the Buffs pulled 
a variation of the old “swinging gate’’ play, with QB David Williams flipping 
the ball to Billy Waddy and the rest of the Buffs across the field, then 
running down the field and catching a 73-yard TD pass from Waddy.

NU AGAIN ROLLS EARLY, COASTS 
TO 31-7 WIN OVER IOWA STATE 


Lincoln, Nebraska—(November 10, 1973)—In almost a duplicate of the 
Colorado script, Nebraska tore lowa State apart early, then settled back 
and coasted to a 31-7 victory over the Cyclones. 

The final 1973 home game crowd of 76,503, saw the Huskers take a 
14-0 first quarter lead, run it to 24-0 halftime and then let the defense man- 
handle the Cyclones before adding another fourth quarter tally. 


Nebraska broke the Cyclones early after recovering a fumble at the 
ISU 21-yard line. Four plays later Dave Hurm sneaked over from the one 
ani Rich Sanger kicked the point for a 7-0 lead with 10:10 left in the 
game. Nebraska kicked off and Cyclone Jerry Moses fumbled to Husker 
Tom Pate at the lowa State 21. It took Dave Humm two passes to capitalize 
on the second break—one for a four-yard loss, then a 25-yard TD toss to 
Ritch Bahe. That made it 14-0 and the Cyclones were playing catchup. 

On the third play of the second quarter, Sanger booted a 49-yard field 
goal to make It 17-0 and with 1:56 left In the half, Husker lightning in the 
form of Dave Humm-to-Frosty Anderson doomed the Cyclones with a bril- 
liant 67-yard aerial bomb. 

lowa State staged a good march to open the third quarter and Buddy 
Hardeman scored midway through the period, but that was the only threat 
to the Black Shirts who allowed only 33 yards passing against them alli 
day, 

Nebraska's offense couldn't get rolling in high gear before ihe reserves 
took over for the last 20 minutes of the game. After a pass interception by 
John Starkebaum late in the game, Steve Runty drove the Huskers 58-yards 
to score, sneaking over on the ninth play with just :24 left in the game. 

With a fine 7-1-1 record and back in the Big 8 race with a 3-1-1 record, 
the Cornhuskers headed for windup road games at Kansas State and 
Oklahoma.

DAVIS, O'LEARY RUSH FOR 100 YARDS AS 
HUSKERS BOMB KANSAS STATE, 50-21 


Manhattan, Kansas—(November 17, 1973—Sophomore I-backs Tony Davis 
and John O'Leary became the first two Huskers ever to rush for 100 yards 
or more in the same game as Nebraska bombed Kansas State, 50-21, to 
set up the Big Eight showdown against Oklahoma, 

Davis gained 111 yards on 21 carries for his fifth 100-yard day of the 
season, while O'Leary had his first 100-yard performance, getting an even 
100 on 17 rushes. No. 2 fullback Ralph Powell nearly joined the group. with 
a sterling eight carries for 89 yards—an 11.1 average. 

The Huskers thoroughly dominated the struggling Wildcats, rolling up 
612 yards—the second largest total offense figure in Nebraska history—as 
they took a 23-0 halftime lead and went on to post their highest point total of 
the year. 

Nebraska got on the board first with a 30-yard Rich Sanger field goal, 
then when the ‘Cats’ Isaac Jackson bobbled a Sanger puni later in the 
opening stanza, Davis scored on one blast from the five to up the count 
to 10-0. TD’s by quarterback Dave Humm and Davis in the second period 
gave NU that 23-0 halftime lead, but a struggle started early in the second 
half. 

The Huskers fumbled the ball away on thelr first two second half pos- 
sessions, and the 'Cats converted on both opportunities to pull within 23-14. 
Jackson scored both TD's on a 29-yard run and a one-yard plunge. K-State 
threatened again following an interception, but the Huskers’ Bob Thornton 
returned the favor with another interception, Nebraska then drove 54 yards In 
five plays, O'Leary going over from the five for a 30-14 lead. 

K-State’s best of the day came when fullback Don Calhoun burst up the 
middle for seven yards and fumbled, but center Fred Rothwell scooped up 
the loose ball and ran the remaining 52 yards for the TD that made It 
Nebraska 30, Kansas State 21.

SOONER DEFENSE STOPS HUSKER COLD, 
OKLAHOMA WINS SHOOTOUT THREE, 27-0 


Norman, Oklahoma—(November 23, 1973)—Thanks to the best Okla- 
homa defense it had ever seen, Nebraska's offense never snapped the bali 
Inside Sooner territory as Oklahoma flashed No. 1 credentials to everyone 
who cared to watch and clinched the Big Eight championship in a 27-0 
blanking of the Huskers in Shootout Three. 

Nebraska had scored in 58 straight games going into the Oklahoma 
game, one. short of the all-time Cornhusker record, but NU wasn't to get a 
sniff of the goal line in this one. Nebraska crossed the midfield stripe only 
once when Dave Humm passed to Larry Mushinskie for a 33-yard gain to 
the Oklahoma 33 late in the third quarter, but the Husker tight end fumbled 
and OU's Durwood Keeton recovered. 

In all, Nebraska accounted for only 10 first downs, 74 yards rushing and 
another 100 passing for one of its lowest offensive productions in years. 
About the things on the positive side of the ledger for the Cornhuskers 
were Tony Davis gaining 41 yards rushing and pushing his season total io 
1,008 to become the third Nebraskan to gain more than 1,000 yards in a 
season; and Rich Sanger's 48.6 punting average on nine kicks for 438 
yards, Including boomers of 63 and 65 yards, 

Joe Washington sprinted around right end and cut back for 34 yards 
to the Nebraska six in the first quarter and two plays later, Waymon Clark 
went over from the two for a 7-0 lead. Later in the first stanza, Sooner 
Steve Davis started what was supposed to be a quarterback sneak on third- 
and-one, but he found himself wide open for a 47-yard TD run and a 14-0 
lead at the quarter break. 

Oklahoma added insult to injury late in the game when Davis passed 
41 yards to Tinker Owens at the NU eight to set up the game's final score. 
Davis kept for the score on the next play and the Sooners had a 27-0 win 
to up thelr record to 9-0-1 as the Huskers fell to 8-2-1 and a second-place 
Big Eight tle with Kansas.

NEBRASKA BOWL HISTORY 


AND RECORDS 


1941 ROSE BOWL 
STANFORD 21, NEBRASKA 13 


Nebraska was only the third Big Six team to play In a post-season bowl 
game, but the Cornhuskers made their first bowl trip a memorable one 
with an invitation to the granddaddy of them all—the Rose Bowl. Under 
the warm California sun in Pasadena, Coach Biff Jones’ Cornhuskers led 
Clark Shaughnessy’s Stanford Indians twice in the first half, but fell victim 
to the innovative T-formation 21-13. The Huskers took a 7-0 lead just six 
plays after the kickoff when fullback Vike Francis plunged over fram the 
three.

Nebraska made It's second Orange Bowl trip a happier one than the 
first with a 13-7 win over Auburn in the 1964 Miami Classic.

Husker quarterback Dennis Claridge broke 
the game open before most of the 72,647 fans had settled in their seats. 
On the Huskers’ second play from scrimmage, Claridge bolted 68 yards 
down the sideline to put NU ahead 7-0. At the time, it was the longest 
TD run in OB history. Moments later Dave Thiesen set another OB record 
with a 31-yard field goal. The record lasted until the second quarter when 
Thiesen booted a 36-yarder to give NU a 13-0 halftime lead.

The Tide led 24-7 at the half and the game 
was never in serious doubt, but led by the passing of Bob Churchich, the 
Huskers came back to make a solid fight and set passing and recelving 
records.

Playing under the lights in Miami’s Orange Bowl for the first time In 
five years, Coach Bob Devaney's Nebraska Cornhuskers won the first of 
two straight national titles by virtue of a 17-12 win over LSU and some 
fortunate circumstances. Earlier in the day, top-ranked Texas was upset 
by Notre Dame, 24-11, in the Cotton Bowl, and No. 2 Ohio State was 
shocked by Stanford, 27-17 in the Rose. That left the doors to the title wide 
open for No. 3 Nebraska. The Huskers responded by building a 10-0 first- 
quarter lead on a 25-yard field goal by Paul Rogers and a three+yard TD 
run by Joe Orduna. But a pair of Mark Lumpkin FG's and a 31-yard Buddy 
Lee to Al Coffee TD pass on the last play of the third quarter gave the 
aroused Tigers a 12-10 lead. Nebraska showed its grit by driving 67 yards, 
Jerry Tagge stretching the ball over from the one with 6:10 left and the 
whole world knew Nebraska was No. 1.

“Johnny R" capped his 
career by scoring on runs of eight, four and five yards, caught the Irish 
defense by surprise with a 52-yard TD pass to Frosty Anderson in the second 
quarter, and scored the last of his record 50 career TDs by taking a side- 
line pass from Dave Humm in the third quarter and scampering 50 yards

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FACTS ABOUT 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 


A Brief History— 


The University of Nebraska, now an institution of three major compo- 
nents in Lincoln and Omaha and collection of agricultural experiment sta- 
tions and related offices across the state, was created on paper with a 
charter from the Nebraska Legislature in 1869 and held its first classes in 
the fall of 1871 in a three-story brick building on the outskirts of Lincoln. 


At its chartering, the University was committed to instruct in agriculture, 
the “mechanic arts,’ and military tactics by the terms of the Land-Grant 
College Act of 1862 to which the Legislature subscribed. These special 
endeavors, however, were made parts of the total University program’ with 
the result that Nebraska, unlike some of its neighbors, has had but one 
major institution of higher education. 


The early years were fraught with internal ideological conflicts, with 
financial problems and with shortages of collegiate students. The University 
not only survived without interruption, it managed to establish the first 
program of graduate education west of the Mississippi in the mid-1880's, By 
1906, it had attained membership in the select Association of American 
Universities, a tribute to the high quality of its faculty and scholastic pro- 
grams. 


Lack of financial support from the Legislature forced the University In 
1888 to close the Medical College it had opened in Lincoln five years 
earlier. In 1902, the University again entered the field of medical educailon 
by taking over the Omaha Medical College, the institution that eventually 
became the University of Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha. 


Between 1909 and 1911, by administrative orders and legislative acis, 
the structure of the University was reformed and the foundations laid for 
the development of the present colleges, schools and special programs. 


Since the adoption of the Nebraska constitution in 1875, the University 
has been governed by an elected Board of Regents. In 1968, pursuant to 
legislative action and a city-wide election in Omaha, the Board of Regents 
was made responsible for governance of the former Municipal University of 
Omaha, noW re-named the University of Nebraska at Omaha. In 1970, the 
number of Regents was increased from six to eight and in 1971, the chief 
executive officer of the University was given the title of President rather 
than Chancellor, and the executive heads of the three components—the 
University of Nebraska, the Medical Center in Omaha, and the University 
of Nebraska at Omaha—were accorded the titles of Chancellor and Vice 
President. 


Points of Interest on Campus— 


Museum—The University of Nebraska State Museum has an outstanding 
collection of fossil mammals and Is world renowned for its Elephant Hall. 
There are galleries of health science, Nebraska wildlife, zoology, geology 
and anthropology. In addition to its exhibits on three floors of Morrill Hall 
at 14th and U, the museum has extensive research collections in Nebraska 
Hall. 
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Ari—The Sheldon Art Gallery has one of the finest collections on a uni- 
versity campus. Its sculpture garden Is also one of the finest in the nation. 


Music—School of Music students and faculty perform regularly In Kim~ 
ball Recital Hall. In addition to recitals, opera is performed by a University 
company and concerts are presented by the Symphonic Orchestra, Sym- 
phonic and Collegiate bands, the University Singers, Madrigal Singers and 
smaller ensembles. ‘‘Messiah" is performed annually In the Collseum. 


Theatre—During the school year there are periodic performances by the 
University company in Howell Memorial Theatre. A repertory group performs 
throughout the summer months. 


Nebraska Union—This social center.of the campus provides a varlety of 
food service facilities and relaxation areas for students and visitors to the 
campus. It also houses the Alumni Association, Foundation offices and the 
placement center, as well as offices for student organizations, Facllitles 
include a book store, bowling alley, game rooms, TV rooms, record rooms, 
study rooms, meeting rooms and ballrooms for large meetings and social 
events, 


Carillon Tower—Built in 1948, as a gift of alumnus Ralph S. Mueller, the 
tower has become a symbol of the NU campus. It houses a two-and-a-half 
octave electronic English bells carillon, played on ceremonlal occasions 
from a keyboard. 


Historical Museum—tThe State Historical Soclety has its museum and 
library on the campus. It features Nebraska lore dating from early Indlan 
relics. 


Center for Continuing Education—Conference and hotel facilities at 33rd 
and Holdrege provide a site for hundreds of adult and youth meetings each 
year, Continuing education programs are planned by a professional staff. 
The Center was financed through a grant from the Kellogg Foundation and 
by public subscription. 


Planetarium—Public sky shows are presented daily during the summer 
and on weekends during the schoo! year. Special shows are also given to 
University classes and visiting school groups.

University of Nebraska Foundation—The University of Nebraska Founda- 
tion is a legally incorporated non-profit organization, chartered under Ne- 
braska law. Through its solicitation and investment programs, It provides 
between $2 and $3 million in benefits annually for $642,000 in scholarships 
and fellowships; $500,000 in research equipment and projects; $118,000 In 
support of Professorships; and more than $80,000 in support of art, museum 
and library acquisitions. Approximately 21,000 donors contribute to the 
Foundation each year, Its assets are nearly $17 million. 

Alumni Association—The Nebraska Alumni Association maintains bl- 
ographical records on all graduates and former students of the University. 
{t publishes the Nebraska Alumnus magazine six times each year, free to 
more than 75,000 alumni. The Association also organizes class reunions, 
hosts the Alumni Round-Up at Spring commencement, directs Alumnl ‘Home- 
coming activities and provides special services to more than 60 Alumni 
Chapters throughout the country, 


Financial Aid—In 1971-72, student financlal ald totaled $1.5 million from 
scholarships and grants ($430,000 from University funds), $3.5 million in 
loans (National Defense and Federally Insured Loans), and $3 milllon from 
student employment (Work-Study and University part-time work). 


Extension Division—The University Extension Division operates the larg- 
est university-based independent study program in the United States, offer- 
ing college and high school courses, A class A high school diploma can 
be obtained. It also provides on-campus night classes and field classes 
oul-state for credit; informal and community development programs, civil 
defense training and instructional media services. 

Research—Research is conducted at the University In agriculture, edu- 
cation, business, engineering, law, health sciences, home economics, bl- 
ological, physical and socjal sciences and humanities. Total support of 
about $8 million includes a variety of federal agencies.
